NEW RULES. 
ON CERTIFIED 
POTATO SEED ‘ 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 30 — The 
California department of agricul- 
ture has adopted an emergency 
regulation amending a section of 
its rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to certification of seed pota- 
toes. 

The regulation makes the seed 
grower responsible for maintain- 
ing the identity and grade of each 
lot of his certified seed potatoes 
while in his actual possession. 

The amendment states that cer- 
tification does not constitute a 
warranty by the grower regarding 
the quality or disease freedom of 
certified potatoes beyond the rep- 
resentation that the potatoes 
qualified at time of sacking as to 
freedom from disease, insect pests, 
and met all other requirements of 
the official seed potato regulations 
of California. : 

The department invites all certi- 
fied seed potato growers and all 
others interested in the amend- 
ment to file written statements or 
arguments relating to the propos- 
ed amendment on or before March 
1, 1958, after which date the State 
Director of Agriculture may make 
the adoption of the amendment 
final.

This means, Basterbrook said, 
that the first classroom structure 
to be built from the 50-cent tax 
money which will become avail- 
able in February will be a nine- 
room commercial department 
wing. He said that bids on this 
unit ‘will be called February 26, 
and that if there are no unusual 
delays, the new classrooms would 
be available by the time school 
starts in September. 

Over all, the district plans to 
build wings to house a total of 32 
new classrooms, Easterbrook stat- 
ed. Priority for the construction 
of the various wings will not be 
upon the basis of the academic de- 
partment they will house, but on 
cost, location, and other factors, 
he said. 

The new  library-study hall 
building on the high school cam- 
pus still is incomplete ‘‘due to the 
failure of the Remington-Rand 
company to complete their ship- 
ment of necessray shelving’’, Bas- 
terbrook said. At present, only 
the study hall portion of the 
building is being used.

PORTERVILLE, Jan. 30 — Re- 
cent developments in the use of 
hormone implants to stimulate 
added gains in cattle fed on grass 
is reported by Dr. R. M. Cerniga, 
veterinarian of Pofterville. 

For the past: two years he has 
been -working :with local ranchers 
in determining just’ whether or 
not a combination of 1000 mg. 
progesterone and 20 mg. estradiol 
benzoate in a pellet form which is 
implanted at the base of the ear 
would provide increased gains sim- 
ilar to what these implants stim- 
ulate in cattle in feed lots. 

Dr. Cerniga has determined that 


the amount of weight gain advan-- 
tage is in direct proportion to the}. 


quality and quantity of the feed 
the cattle are getting. 

Test results of thousands of cat- 
tle in feed lots show an average 
added gain of 17 per cent, a re- 
duction of feed conversion of 10 
per cent, with a maintainance of 
normal careass grade and yield. 
The hormone implants when used 
in cattle on grass pasture will still 
provide a 17 per cent additional 
gain, which can amount to 50 
pounds. Feed conversion can not 
readily be determined, but the im- 
planted cattle will appear smooth- 
er and better looking. 

The implant will last 150 days 
and cattle can then be re-implant- 
ed when they hit the feed lot and 
still continue to get hormone stim- 
ulation, Dr. Cerniga states,

staff. The years since have amply 
demonstrated the value of this 
staff assistance on budgetary and 
administrative matters. In 2955 a 
similar joint committee was estab- 
lished and the office of legislative 
auditor-general provided for, to 
give your legislature a means of 
checking on expenditures actually 
made, just as a private business 
has its fiscal affairs checked an- 
nually by a CPA. 


Your legislature is always faced 
by one almost insurmountable 
problem in its consideration of the 
state’s general fund at budget 
time That arises from the hard 
fact that about two-thirds of gen- 
eral fund requirements are based 
upon ‘‘fixed charges’ imposed by 
the State Constitution or statute, 
so there is nothing your legislators 
can do but raise the money for 
them by taxation. Such things 
are in this class as state support 
for your public schools; state 
share of welfare for aged, blind, 
and children; and certain state 
grants to local government units. 

This hard fact leaves only about 
one-third of the general fund bud- 
get subject to legislative control, 
but even here, there are practical 
limitations on the ability of your 
legislators to make ‘‘across - the - 
board’ reductions, or to do too 
much belt tightening but cutting 
single items. Support of the Uni- 
versity, the state colleges, and ‘the 
mental and correctional institu- 
tions is in this area, and your leg- 
islature must largely be guided by 
the number of persons who must 
be served by such state facilities. 
As our population booms, so does 


their number, and consequently 
the cost to the taxpayers. 
Another hard fact facing this 


coming budget ssesion is that gen- 
eral fund income, for the first 
time in fifteen years, has fallen 
behind estimates used for the cur- 
rent budget. Figures recently re- 
leased show a deficit or more than 
$11 million for the first six 
months of this year. This budget 
session promises to be really in- 
teresting!

problems. 

Senater Williams has always 
maintained close contact with Tu- 
lare county farm organizations; he 
has spearheaded legislative bills 
that Tulare county ranchers and 
livestock men favor; he has work- 
‘ed in opposition to bills that would 
be detrimental to agriculture. 


The state’s tax structure is of 
particular interest and concern to 
Senator Williams, who, at present, 
through committee work is par- 
ticipating in studies of property 
assessment practices, general poli- 
cies of state and local taxation, 
and problems relating to taxation 
of agricultural lands. 

During his years in the state leg- 
islature, Senator Williams has be- 
come known as a “‘friend of Sports- 
men’s organizations”, and on many 
occasions he has assisted school 
administrators and school trustees 
of the county in matters with 
which the state legislature is in- 
volved. , 

As a former chairman of the 
Senate finance committee, and at 
present a member of that commit- 
tee, Senator Williams has been 
outspoken in his belief that the 
state budget must be kept in bal- 
ance, that the people of the state 
must be assured of fair value in 
expenditures of their tax dollars, 
and that while California must 
meet certain responsibilities inher- 
ent in a rapidly growing state, 
every effort must continue to be 
made to ‘‘hold the line’’ on state 
taxes. 

In addition to the committees 
that he heads, Senator Williams is 
also a member of Senate standing 
committees on agriculture, local 
government, labor, fish and game, 
and finance; he is a member of 
the Senate interim committees on 
fish and game, education, mental 
illness, state and local taxation, 
zoning and assessment of agricul- 
tural lands; he is also serving on 
the joint interim committees on as- 
sessment practices, legislative au- 
dit, legislative budget and legisla- 
tive tax. 


The fact that Senator Williams, 


has been named to membership on 
more committees than has any oth- 
er member of the state legislature 
attests to his high standing among 
his fellow legislators in Sacra- 
mento. 

Although he attended San Diego 
public schools, Senator Williams 
is a native of the county he repre- 
sents; his father, the late J. H. 
Williams, was one of the pioneer 
ranchers and business men in the 
Porterville area.

class ‘will be seven students who 
school officials. believe have the 
potential to be “top flight’’ scien-+ 
tists or engineers. : 
Right here, before you check us, 
perhaps we should check you on 
certain figures we have used. We 
said in previous articles that Por- 
terville high school might gradu- 
ate each year only four or five stu- 
dents who would actually continue 
on, complete their college educa- 
tion in some scientific field, and 
become a top scientist or engineer. 


We also pointed out that only 
13 Porterville high school stu- 
dents are enrolled in triginometry 
and solid geometry — a course 
that any future scientist or en- 
gineer must have. 

How come, then, does Porter- 
ville college, with its small enroll- 
ment, have 42 students in engin- 
eering, and perhaps seven students 
in their sophomore year, who have 
a really great potential? 

Don Howard, Porterville college 
counselor in engineering and the 
man who is pretty much respon- 
sible for the engineering course of 
study at the college has this to 
say: 

“In the first place, all of those 
42 students will not become top 
scientists; but they can become 
highly competent _ technicians. 
Here at the junior college level we 
have students — good students — 
who just didn’t wake up until they 
got into college. They coasted 
through high school, but now they 
have a more mature approach and 
they are ready to start applying 
themselves.”’ 

It is this type of student who 
may decide to study engineering, 
or some field of science, and it is 
this student who may spend that 
third year in junior college in or- 
der to catch up on math courses 
he should have completed in high 


school. * 


So the percentage of students 
pointing toward science or engin 
eering fields is considérably high- 
er in junior college than ‘in high 
school, which is not surprising, 
since mary high school students 
aren’t too sure just where they’re 
pointing, and since, generally, it 
is the individual with the higher 
academic capabilities who con- 
tinues on through junior college. 


But Howard, and also Orlin 
Shires, Porterville coliége director, 
emphasize the same point that 
high school administrators made, 
when they say, ‘Here in college 
we don’t place everything in an 
IQ test. To be a top student, an 
individual must have determina- 
tion and drive.” \ 


Summing up, thus far, it ap- 
pears that Porterville college is 
doing all right in relation to the 
national effort to produce scien” 


tists and engineers who can take | 


their place in the space age. 


This is true, but there is still a 
wide area for possible improve- 
ment in the Porterville college 
program, improvement that is fol- 
lowing along three major lines: 
Increased laboratory space at the 
college; an improved testing pro- 


gram for those students who want” 


to study engineering; and more 
scholarships to help those students 
who are helping themselves. 


And always there is the No. 1 
problem: Teachers, where are 
they coming from?
